KEEPING MONEY AT HOME 


of course California gold has helped in various other ways. 
But gold can not be eaten, or utilized in itself except to a very 
trifling degree, so that a country which only exports gold is eventu- 
ally drained of its resources. It is said that Portugal took $500,000 
out of Brazil, but that when it was over, when the supply ceased, 
there was only one-twentieth of that sum remaining in the mother 
, country, the rest had gone to enrich the commercial and industrial 
nations of England and Holland. California, therefore, can not de- 
pend upon its gold to keep it in the first rank among the states of 
the Union. It must get something back as well as send something 
out, and it must not have to buy so much abroad. It has learned 
that lesson. fortunately before it was too late, and gradually we are 
supplying our own wants. We are raising largely our own food, and 
we are. making some of our own clothing, and even in other directions 
the state is getting to supply its own capital. 

; As a single item of expenditure, in the last report of the insur- 
ance commissioner it appears that California spends a million a month 
for fire insurance alone. Think what that would mean if kept at 
home; and it can just as well be kept at home, because there is no 
necessity to go abroad for the capital to do an insurance business. 
That fact has just been demotistrated by the organization of a new 

BS fire insurance company with a capital and surplus of $1,000,000, all 
: subseribed by Californians. When the profits of the business—-and 
California is one of the most profitable states in the Union for the 
business—are considerable, it will be seen that not only does each 
new company of this character help decrease the terrible drain of 
$12,000,000 a year to the outside, but it will allow the profits of the 
business to be made here in this state where the money will at once 
be reinvested and so help encourage California enterprises. That is 
another advantage in the creation of home concerns. 
____It is worthy of note, too, as showing how publie sentiment has 
changéd that this new company—the Pacific National—has no pro- 
motion stock. In other words, there is no chance for a few to get 
everything at the expense of the many. That is, the so-called Blue 
Sky law put into practice, and is along the lines of the conservative 
business methods which are going to control the commercial and in- 
dustrial world in the future. The days when a little stock was sold 
to the gullible, and the few got large blocks without putting anything 
into the scheme, have passed, and business honesty is now getting to 
be the rule. That is another encouraging sign of the times. In fact, 
in politics, in business, and in the general policy of the community, 
we are getting more honest and the result will be an improvement 
all around.

THE COWARDICE OE CONGRESS 


It is not an agreeable subject to discuss the cowardice of the 
American Congress. We would like to believe that the congress of 
today is worthy to succeed the congresses that went before, and that 
the men who represent one of the most important branches of the 
government are not cowards, but it is evident that that is not the 
fact. The spectacle of both parties in the House of Representatives 
trembling at the shadow of trouble with Japan is one of the most 
humiliating scenes that has ever occurred in an American public 
body. 

It is particularly remarkable that the chief advocates of the 
advent of the Japanese are the Southerners who have a race problem 
of their own on their hands—a race problem that has kept that part 
of the United States back for years and which has made one of the 
most fertile and naturally attractive parts of the Republic one of 
the most stagnant and least progressive.

he does not believe in what he has been preaching and that, in short,

— Of course all right minded people will rejoice at the result of the 
trial, but the question may be asked, why should not. the girl, and 
especially the mother who was guilty of such conduct, be punished? 
The offense they committed was not only against Principal Cohn. 
That of course was very grave, but they offended far more seriously 
against the state, against the good name of the school system, against 
the representative of the commonwealth in a very important branch 

#4. of the state government. More than that they alarmed the parents 

"of the other children unnecessarily and t have contributed not a 
little to the utter demoralization of the whole school. Because the 
teacher was fortunate enough to be able to vindicate himself in this 
ease, should it be dropped? : 

We believe that the good of the community in such cases de- 
mands that the authors of the outrage should be severely punished, 
and their sex should not be allowed to shield them. The honor of the 
school system of the state demands that. More than that, the safety 

and well being of the other teachers of the state demand the protec- 
ion that a prosecution would give.

SEQUOIA CLUB IS 
OPPOSED TO 
UNMERGING 


Lance Richardson, district freight 
and passenger agent of the Southern 
Pacific, spoke before the Sequoia 


club at noon yesterdsy relative to 
the detrimental effect the unmerging 
of the Southern Pacific and Central 
Pacific will have on the transporta- 
tion problem of the state. The ques- 
tion has been placed before many 
civic bodies on the coast, from San 
Diego to Portland, and they have all 
voted to petition President Wilson 
to prevent the unmerging as pro- 
posed by the attorney general. 

The holdings of the two companies 
—which are operated as one—are 
so complicated that great difficulty in 
shipping would be brought about if 
the proposed unmerging were effect- 
ed. For example, a person in Rich- 
mond wishing to ship to Portland 
would have to ship to Stockton by 
Southern Pacific, to Sacramento by 
Central Pacific, to Tehama by South- 
ern Pacific, to Eugene, Ore., by Cen- 
tral Pacific, and then to Portland by 
Southern Pacific. The lines were 
built without regard to separate own- 
ership, and their unmerging would 
result in the destructién of a trans- 
portation.system that can help much 
in the future to build up the pros- 
perity of the state.
